Deepens 

Musharraf consolidates his 
power, arresting opposition 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Police and soldiers 
emboldened by state -of- emergency powers 
swept up hundreds of activists and oppo- 
sition members on Sunday, dragged away 
protesters and turned government build- 
ings into barbed-wire compounds. 

Gen. Pervez Musharraf’s government said 
parliamentary elections 
could be delayed up to a 
year as it tries to stamp out 
a growing Islamic militant 
threat — effectively linking 
two of the greatest concerns 
of Pakistan’s biggest inter- 
national donors: the United 
States and Britain. 

Increasingly concerned about the unfolding 
crisis, Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice said 
Washington was reviewing billions of dollars 
in aid to its close terrorism-fighting ally. 

Scores ofparamilitary troops blocked access 
to the Supreme Court and parliament. Streets 
in the capital appeared calm, but one protest, 
attended by 40 people at the Marriott Hotel, 
was broken up by baton -wielding police. 

In an address to the nation late Saturday, 
Musharraf said the growth of a militant 
Islamic movement and a court system that 
hindered his powers forced him to declare 
a state of emergency. 

Critics say Musharraf, a 1999 coup leader 
who had promised to give up his army post 
and become a civilian president this year, 
imposed emergency rule in a last-ditch 
attempt to cling to power, (ap)

The study involved a nation- 
ally representative sample of 
967 children whose parents 
answered government-fund- 
ed child developmentquestion- 
naires in 1997 and 2002. 

Questions involved television 
viewing habits in 1997. Parents 
were asked in 2002abouttheir 
children’s behavior, including 
inattentiveness, difficulty con- 
centrating and restlessness. 


experts. But if TV is allowed, it 
should be of the educational vari- 
ety, researchers found. 

Every hour per day that kids 
under 3 watched violent child- 
oriented entertainment doubled 
their risk for attention problems 
five years later, the study found. 
Even nonviolent kids’ shows like 
“Rugrats” and “The Flintstones” 
carried a risk for attention prob- 
lems later on. 

On the other hand, educational 
shows such “Arthur,” “Barney” and 
“Sesame Street” had no association 


with future attention problems. 
Interestingly, the risks occurred 
only in children younger than age 
3, perhaps because that is a crucial 
period of brain development. 

The study by researchers at 
the University of Washington was 
released Monday in November’s 
issue of the journal Pediatrics. 

Their study was based on parent 
questionnaires. They acknowledge 
it’s observational data that only sug- 
gests a link and isn’t proof that TV 
habits cause attention problems.

S.C. Shows a GOP in Flux 


Republicans work 
hard to win support 
of undecided voters 

I R MO, S.C. I The Republican presi- 
dential fight in this Southern bas- 
tion of rough-and-tumble politics 
reflects the race at large — a jumble 
that could go any whichway. 

History raises the stakes and, if 
a guide, South Carolina could pre- 
dict the outcome: Since 1980, no 
Republican has won the nomina- 
tion without a triumph here in the 
Palmetto State. 

“I’m still deciding. I want to 
know which one fits what I think 
the best, so I’m very open,” Trish 
O’Neill, 57, said Saturday while 
waiting at a hot dog restaurant to

hear from yet another candidate. 

Such sentiments from Republi- 
can voters shed light on why each 
of the four top contenders — Mitt 
Romney, Rudy Giuliani, Fred 
Thompson and John McCain — 
believes he has a strong chance to 
win here — and why each is playing 
hard. One poll shows nearly one- 


third of likely GOP voters are unde- 
cided 11 weeks before an expected 
600,000 some people vote in the 
Republican primary on Jan. 19 . 

“It’s unpredictable because of 
the undecideds. It’s open for the top 
three or four candidates,” said Katon 
Dawson, the state party chairman. 
Added Tucker Eskew, a veteran of 
South Carolina GOP politics. 

Recent polls show the race 
tight among three, with McCain 
trailing. 

The dynamics certainly will 
change before the primary. Iowa and 
Michigan hold their contests earlier, 
and New Hampshire is expected to 
as well, meaning some candidates 
could be knocked out before South 
Carolina. For now, the contest is 
simply a toss-up. liz sidoti (ap)

Specter Decides 
To Back Nominee 

WASHINGTON | The top Republican 
on the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee said Sunday he is bothered by 
Michael Mukasey’s refusal to say 
whether waterboarding is torture 
but will support his nomination for 
attorney general anyway. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., joins 
two key Senate Democrats in saying 


he will back Mukasey because the 
retired judge has said that if Con- 
gress passes a law banning water- 
boarding, “the president would 
have absolutely no legal authority 
to ignore such a law.” 

“He could have said a lot of things 
which would have given me more 
assurances,” Specter said. “But he 
is intelligent; he’s really learned in 
the law. He’s strong, ethical, honest 
beyond any question. He’s not an 
intimate of the president.” (ap)

U.S. Deaths on Pace for High in Iraq 


With 2 months left, 
2007 likely to become 
bloodiest for troops 

BAGHDAD I With just under two 
months left in the year, 2007 is 
on course to be the deadliest year 
on record for American forces in 
Iraq, despite a recent sharp drop 
in U.S. deaths. 

At least 847 American military 
personnel have died in Iraq so far 
this year — the second-highest annu- 


al toll since the war began in March 
2003, according to AP figures. 

In 2004, the bloodiest year of the 
war for the U.S. so far, 850 Ameri- 
can troops died. Most were killed 
in large, conventional battles like 
the campaign to cleanse Fallujah of 
Sunni militants, and U.S. clashes 
with Shiite militiamen in the sect’s 
holy city of Najaf in August. 

But the American military in 
Iraq has increased its exposure 
this year, reaching 165,000 troops 
— the highest levels yet. 


IRAQ MINISTER KILLED 

Two carloads of gunmen 
ambushed atopaideto Iraq’s 
Finance Ministry on Sunday 
in Baghdad, killing him and 
his driver, police said. Thetwo 
were among 15 people killed or 
found dead in Iraq. The Finance 
Ministry had no immediate com- 
ment aboutthe attack on Qutaiba 
Badiral-Din Mohammed, a Sunni 
adviserto Iraq’sfinance minister. 


Moreover, the military’s decision 
to send soldiers out of large bases and 
into Iraqi communities means more 
troops have seen more “contact with 
enemy forces” than ever before, said 
Maj. Winfield Danielson, a U.S. mili- 
tary spokesman in Baghdad. 

“It’s due to the troop surge, 
which allowed us to go into areas 
that were previously safe havens for 
insurgents,” Danielson said. “Having 
more soldiers, and having them out 
in the communities certainly con- 
tributes to our casualties.” (ap)

OiRiert Offers Hope of Deal 
To Create Palestinian State 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 
said Sunday vigorous peace negotia- 
tions could go far toward establish- 
ing an independent Palestinian state 
before President Bush leaves office. 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
promised a “serious and substan- 
tive” launch to new talks. The Israeli 
leader did not say a final deal is pos- 
sible in that time frame, although he 
affirmed that the practical goal of 
talks is an independent Palestinian 
state alongside Israel, (ap) 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY 

Kurds Release 8 Soldiers 

Kurdish rebels released eight Turk- 
ish soldiers in northern Iraq on 
Sunday two weeks after they were 
captured in a deadly ambush that 
intensified pressure on the Turkish 
government to attack the guerrillas 
in Iraq. The release comes on the eve 
of a meeting between Prime Minis- 
ter Recep Tayyip Erdogan and Pres- 
ident Bush in Washington to agree 
on measures against the rebels and 
avert a cross-border offensive into a 
relatively stable part of Iraq, (ap) 

NAIROBI, KENYA 

SoRiali Pirates Give Up Boats 

Somali pirates agreed to leave two 
boats they had hijacked in the waters 
off the Horn of Africa months ear- 
lier, and the newly liberated vessels 
— and their 24 crew members — 
were escorted Sunday by the U.S. 
Navy to safer waters. The two boats 
were seized May 15 and the pirates 
left after speaking by radio to U.S. 
Naval personnel, (ap) 


Archaeologists move 
Egyptian king to glass 
case to preserve body 

LUXOR, EGYPT | King Tut’s buck- 
toothed face was unveiled Sunday 
for the first time in public — more 
than 3,000 years after the young- 
est and most famous pharaoh to 
rule ancient Egypt was shrouded 
in linen and buried in his golden 
underground tomb. 

Archeologists carefully lifted 
the fragile mummy out of a quartz 
sarcophagus decorated with stone - 


carvedprotective goddesses, momen- 
tarily pulling aside a beige covering 
to reveal a leathery black body. 

The linen was then replaced over 
Tut’s narrow body so only his face 
and tiny feet were exposed, and 
the 19 -year- old king, whose life 
and death have captivated people, 
was moved to a glass climate- con- 
trolled case to keep it from turning 
to dust. “The face of the golden boy 
is amazing. It has magic and it has 
mystery,” Egypt’s antiquities chief 
Zahi Hawass said. 

Hawass said scientists began 
restoring the badly damaged mummy 


more than two years ago. Much of the 
body is broken into 18 pieces — dam- 
age sustained when British archae- 
ologist Howard Carter first discov- 
ered it 85 years ago, took it from its 
tomb and tried to pull off the famous 
golden mask, Hawass said. 

But experts fear a more recent 
phenomenon: mass tourism. “The 
humidity and heat caused by ... 
people entering the tomb and their 
breathing will change the mummy to 
a powder. The only good thing [left] 
in this mummy is the face. We need 
to preserve the face,” said Hawass.

7 Released 
In Alleged 
Chad Plot 

Europeans detained 
in possible kidnapping 
leave with Sarkozy 

N’DJAMENA, CHAD I Seven Europe- 
ans among the 17 detained for more 
than a week in an alleged attempt 
to kidnap 103 African children 
were released on Sunday and left 
the country with French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy. 

The Europeans — among them 
nine French citizens — were arrest- 
ed Oct. 25 when a charity calling 
itself Zoe’s Ark was stopped from 
flying the children to Europe. The 
group said the children were from 
Darfur and that it intended to place 
them with host families. 

Sarkozy met with Chad’s leader 
Idriss Deby before leaving Chad on 
his official jet with three French 
journalists and four flight atten- 
dants from Spain. 

Later Sunday, French television 
channel M-6 aired a documentary 
raising further suspicions about how 
the charity group operated. The foot- 
age, made mostly by one of the jour- 
nalists who flew home with Sarkozy, 
shows one charity worker haphaz- 
ardly screening children brought by 
tribal elders to the group’s center in 
eastern Chad. She demands neither 
details nor even the most basic docu- 
mentation or verification, (ap)

Russian Nationalists Rally 


Extremists use holiday 
to spread xenophobie 
message in eountry 

MOSCOW I Awhite supremacist from 
Texas lifted his black cowboy hat 
into the air as he stepped forward 
to address thousands of Russian 
nationalists at a rally Sunday in 
Moscow. 

“I’m taking my hat off as a sign 
of respect for your strong identity 
in ethnicity, nation and race,” said 
Preston Wiginton, 43. 

“Glory to Russia,” he said in bro- 
ken Russian, as the crowd of mostly 
young Russian men raised their right 
hands in a Nazi salute and chanted 
“White power!” in English. 

About 5,000 nationalists turned 
out for the Russian March, held for 
the third year on National Unity

Day, a holiday the Kremlin created 
in 2005 to replace the traditional 
Nov. 7 celebration of the 1917 Bol- 


shevik rise to power. 

The Kremlin has tried to give 
the holiday historical significance 
by tying it to the 1612 expulsion of 
Polish and Cossack troops who 
briefly seized Moscow at a time of 
political disarray. 

But extreme nationalists have 
seized on the holiday in reflection 
of a rise in xenophobia. More than 
50 people have been killed and 
400 injured in ethnically moti- 
vated attacks this year, according 
to the Sova rights center. 

Pro -Kremlin youth groups and 
the liberal Yabloko party also held 
rallies Sunday, in part to counter the 
nationalist march. “This holiday is 
a gift for the most reactionary and 
dangerous group — the national- 
ists,” Yabloko deputy chairman Ser- 
gei Mitrokhin told a crowd of about

FREDERICK, MD. | Last year, a black 
Frederick man called on the city to 
recognize the contributions of its 
black residents. Standing in front 
of the William O. Lee Memori- 
al Bridge, Lord Nickens said, “I 
want to see many, many blacks 
honored on something other than 
a bridge.” 

Last month. Lord Nickens 
Street became the first road to 


have a black resident’s name from 
inception, according to Bernard 
Brown, chairman of the City of 
Frederick’s Housing Authority’s 
Board of Commissioners. A com- 
munity center at the site will also 
be named after Nickens. 

“Of all the people to have the first 
street named after him, he would 
be my choice,” Brown said. 

Four of five other roads to be 
built in the neighborhood will bear 
the names of deceased black resi- 
dents: Walker Lane, Brunner Place, 
Dixon Way and Daley Lane.

WASHINGTON | A three -day program 
for people wanted on outstanding 
warrants has resulted in 530 people 
surrendering at a D.C. church. 

The government-run “safe 
surrender” program for fugitives 
was aimed at resolving nonvio- 
lent crimes. 

Officials say about 30 percent 
of the cases were for traffic offens- 
es, and about 70 percent involved 
criminal charges. 

On Saturday, the final day of 
the program, 245 people turned 
themselves in. Organizers say 
the first person in line Friday 
walked to the Bible Way Church 
from handover, Md., to honor his 
mother’s birthday request that he 
surrender. 

The Washington area has 
about 28,000 outstanding war- 
rants, including 15,000 for misde- 
meanors.

R E D S K I N S I Shaun Suisham unload- 
ed on the football with his right leg 
from 46 yards out and watched as it 
barely floated over the crossbar. 

A squeaker or not, it was good 
enough to deliver the Washington 
Redskins a 23-20 overtime vic- 
tory over the New York Jets on 
Sunday. 

“It’s a good feeling,” Suisham 
said. “You feel like you contributed 
to the team. The guys are working 
so hard all game and you’re off on 
your own. When you get an oppor- 
tunity like that, you feel more like 
a football player.” 

Suisham’s winning kick was 


his fifth field goal, tying a fran- 
chise record. He kicked another 
46-yarder earlier, along with field 
goals of 40, 22 and 40 yards for 
Washington (5-3). 

Mike Nugent had two field goals, 
including a 30-yarder that tied it 
for New York (1-8) with 10 seconds 
left in regulation. Leon Washing- 
ton returned the opening kickoff 
86 yards for a touchdown, becom- 
ing the first Jets player to have at 
least three in a season. 

“That’s a good way to start a 
game,” Washington said. 

It didn’t last. The Redskins 
erased a 14 -point deficit and beat 
the Jets for the eighth time in nine 
meetings, thanks to the legs of 
Suisham and running back Clin- 
ton Portis. Washington finished 
with 296 yards rushing, including 
a season-high 196 by Portis. 

“I’m ready to carry this team,” 
said Portis, whose 36 rushes were 
two short of a career high. “I’ve

been telling coach that: Just put 
it on me.” 

The loss, the Jets’ sixth straight, 
spoiled a valiant effort by new start- 
ing quarterback Kellen Clemens. 
The second-year player, anointed 
earlier in the week as New York’s 
starter in place of Chad Penning- 
ton, was 23 -of- 42 for 226 yards 
and a touchdown. He also gained 
48 yards on seven carries. 

“It’s just so frustrating at this 
point,” Clemens said. “We bat- 
tled so hard for four quarters 
and then the overtime period, 
and we just came up short on a 
kick that didn’t make it by much.”

In battle of undefeated 
teams, New England 
wins in Indianapolis 

NFL I This time, the New England 
Patriots struggled to survive. 

But survive they did, staying on 
course for an unbeaten season as Tom 
Brady threw two touchdown passes 
in a four-minute span of the fourth 
quarter to overcome a 10 -point defi- 
cit and beat Super Bowl champion 
Indianapolis 24-20 Sunday. 

The win in perhaps the NFL’s 
biggest regular- season game ever 
keeps the Patriots (9-0) on course 
for the NFL’s first unbeaten season 
since Miami did it 1972 and gives 
them the first tiebreaker over India- 
napolis (7-1) in the AFC playoffs. 

New England, which had been 
averaging more than 41 points per 
game and had beaten eight oppo- 


nents by an average of more than 25 
points, trailed 20-10 after Peyton 
Manning scored on a 1-yard sneak 
with 9 minutes and 42 seconds left 
in the game. 

However, Brady’s 55 -yard com- 
pletion to Randy Moss set up a 
3 -yard TD pass to Wes Welker. Ros- 
evelt Colvin knocked the ball loose 


from Manning to force a punt on 
the next series. Then Brady found 
Kevin Faulk over the middle for 13 
yards for the winning score with 
3:15 left.

Web sites offer tools 


for law enforcement 


ARLINGTON, VA. | Whether it’s on 
MySpace, Facebook, “Second Life” 
or other Web flavors of the moment, 
criminals and victims — especial- 
ly young ones — are leaving clues 
in plain sight online, even for off- 
line crimes. 

For Indiana state trooper Lt. 
Charles Cohen, speaking at the 
recent three -day conference of 
the National White Collar Crime 
Center, the idea that police officers 
need to be better at incorporating 
the online world into their patrols 
is at the forefront. 

Many police departments have 
computer crews that perform 
skillful forensic analyses on hard 
drives and specialize in nailing 
online predators. Cohen’s lectures 
are not for them. 

Instead he’s trying to reach every- 
one else in law enforcement: beat 
police officers, homicide detectives

and other investigators who might 
otherwise think monitoring the 
Internet is not their responsibility. 

“People under 25 tend to think 
about what is public versus private 
information differently from the rest 
of us, and that is great for law enforce- 
ment investigators,” said Cohen. 

Les Lauziere, a computer crimes 


investigator for the Virginia Attor- 
ney General, suggests that police 
need to incorporate Internet analy- 
sis into every investigation. In the 
coming years, he says, asking 
whether a police department has 
a distinct cybercrime unit will be 
like asking whether there’s a tele- 
phone squad, (ap)

Santa and his older 
brother, Fred, have 
very little in common 

BROS I Vince Vaughn, who struck 
box-office gold with the R-rated 
comedies “Old School” and “Wed- 
ding Crashers,” goes family friend- 
ly in the PG-rated holiday offering 
“Fred Claus.” 

The fast-talking Vaughn plays 


Fred, Santa’s underachieving older 
brother. Money troubles force Fred 
to go to work for his famous sibling 
at the North Pole, where unresolved 
family issues resurface. Santa, the 
favorite son, has an eating disorder. 
Fred, the black sheep, can never live 
up to his baby brother’s success. At 
his new job, this former repo man 
is ill-prepared to figure out who’s 
naughty and who’s nice. 

“What really worked most in 


this film was the unique thing 
about whether there are naughty 
kids,” says Vaughn, “or are they just 
misunderstood? ” 

“Fred Claus” marks the third 
collaboration between Vaughn 
and filmmaker David Dobkin. 
They previously worked togeth- 
er on the 1998 dark comedy “Clay 
Pigeons” and 2005’s “Wedding 
Crashers.” 

Vaughn, 37, says he welcomed the 


chance to work with Dobkin again. 
He also liked the script and the idea 
of making a holiday movie. 

“I try to find stories that are 
going to be fun,” says Vaughn. 

Vaughn was impressed with 
the stellar cast Dobkin assembled. 
Oscar winner Kathy Bates plays the 
Claus brothers’ mother; Oscar win- 
ner Rachel Weisz plays Fred’s girl- 
friend; Oscar nominee Paul Gia- 
matti plays St. Nick; Oscar winner 
Kevin Spacey plays an officious effi- 
ciency expert; and Oscar nominee 
Miranda Richardson plays Fred’s 
disapproving sister-in-law. 

“Everyone’s been nominated or 
won but me,” Vaughn jokes. “I sort 
of got a complex on the set after a 
while.” 

Vaughn, who watched classic 
holiday cartoons on TV as a kid, 
sees “Fred Claus” as a live-action 
version of those shows. “The adults 
can follow it on one level, and the 
kids are really connecting to it on 
another level,” he says. 

“Fred Claus” is based on a story 
by Jessie Nelson, who conceived 
of it after her 8 -year- old daughter 
asked her whether Santa had a fam- 
ily. That got the writer thinking: 
“What if Santa had a brother?” 

“I’ve always been fascinated by 
the notion of birth order and sibling 
rivalry,” says Nelson. “I think every 
family has a little of it.”

Wire’ to Be Cut 



Devoted fans say 
farewell to the mean 
streets of Baltimore 

THE END I A fervent following is 
eagerly awaiting the final season 
of an HBO drama. 

No, this story isn’t a year old. 

While the final hurrah of “The 
Sopranos” had the weight of a gen- 
uine cultural event, the last sea- 
son of “The Wire” is a more cult- 
ish affair. 

The longest-running dramat- 
ic series on HBO, “The Wire” will 
enter its fifth and final season on 
Jan. 6. In certain circles, this is 
already cause for nail-biting antic- 
ipation. 

“Get on with it, mother [exple- 
tive],” wrote one fan on the HBO 
“Wire” message boards, quoting the 
abbreviated last words of one of the 
show’s main characters. 

“The Wire” has never been an 
easy sell. In its first four seasons, 
it has in gritty detail painted a 
novelistic picture of urban decay. 
Set in Baltimore, the show follows 
police and drug dealers, portray- 
ing the tiered bureaucracy on each 
side of the law. 

“It’s all in the game,” is the 
show’s oft-repeated mantra. 

“The Wire” excels in realism 
and in creating society-wide scope. 
Within a few episodes, the viewer 


is intimately connected with doz- 
ens of characters, from the mayor’s 
office to homeless shelters. 

Each season has centered on an 
institution. Last season looked into 
the education system, season three 
focused on politics, and the sec- 
ond season portrayed the decline 
of the city’s shipping port. Season 
five will concentrate on the media, 
which is especially familiar ground 
for creator and executive producer 
David Simon, a former reporter for 
the Baltimore Sun. 

For season five, Simon secured 
the rights to use the Sun’s name. 
The main journalist is played by 
Tom McCarthy, who had small 
parts in “Syriana” and “Flags of 


Our Fathers” but is perhaps best 
known as the writer- director of 
2003’s “The Station Agent.” 

“What this season is about is 
just how far you can go on a lie,” 
Simon says in a promo that has 
been airing on HBO. The lie Simon 
is referring to is what deteriorating 
cities tell themselves: Everything 
is going to be all right. 

“Wire” enthusiasm will be 
stoked with a DVD set of season 
four, out Dec. 4. It was the fourth 
season that garnered the show’s 
best reviews, hailed by many as 
the best program on television. 
The Los Angeles Times even 
published an editorial praising 

the show. JAKE COYLE (AP)

Pollution from China’s 
coal plants is drifting 
into the United States 

It takes five to 10 days for the pollu- 
tion from China’s coal-fired plants 
to make its way to the United States, 
like a slow-moving storm. 

It shows up as mercury in bass 
and trout caught in the Willamette 
River in Oregon. It increases cloud 
cover and raises ozone levels. And 
along the way, it contributes to acid 
rain in Japan and South Korea and 
health problems everywhere from 
Taiyuan, China, to the United 
States. 

This is the dark side of the 
world’s growing use of coal. 

Cheap and abundant, coal has 
become the fuel of choice in much 


of the world, powering economic 
booms in China and India that have 
lifted millions of people out of pov- 
erty. But the growth of coal-burn- 
ing is also contributing to global 
warming and is linked to environ- 
mental and health issues ranging 
from acid rain to asthma. 

“Hands down, coal is by far 
the dirtiest pollutant,” said Dan 
Jaffe, an atmospheric scientist at 
the University of Washington who 
has detected pollutants from Asia 
at monitoring sites on Mount Bach- 
elor in Oregon and Cheeka Peak in 
Washington state. “It is a pretty bad 
fuel on all scores.” 

To understand the conflict over 
coal, look at Taiyuan and the sur- 
rounding Shanxi Province, the 
country’s top coal-producing region 
— and one of its most polluted. 

Almost overnight, coal has 
turned poor farmers in this city of 
3 million people into Mercedes- 
driving millionaires, known deri- 
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The heavy smog has forced highway closures and flight delays in Taiyuan, China, one of the country’s most polluted regions. 



sively as “baofahu” or the quick rich. 
Flashy hotels display chunks of coal 
in the lobby, and sprawling malls 
advertise designer goods from Ver- 
sace and Karl Lagerfeld. 

Yet the cornstalks lining a high- 
way outside the city 255 miles south- 
west of Beijing are covered in soot. 
The same soot settles on vegetables 
sold at the roadside, and the thick, 
acrid smoke blots out the morn- 
ing sun. At its worst, the haze 
forces highway closures and flight 
delays. 

With pressure to clean up major 
cities such as Shanghai and Beijing, 


the central government is turning 
increasingly to provinces such as 
Shanxi to meet the country’s power 
demands. 

“They look at polluted places 
like Taiyuan and say. It’s so pollut- 
ed there, so it doesn’t matter if they 
have another five power plants,”’ said 
Ramanan Laxminarayan, a senior 
fellow at Resources for the Future, 
an American think tank. 

Researchers from Texas A&M 
University found that air pollution 
from China and India has increased 
in cloud cover and major Pacific 
Ocean storms by 20 percent to 50 


percent over the past 20 years. 

“We know dust from factories 
in China, India, Mexico and Africa 
does not simply disappear; the wind 
brings it here,” said the US. Cham- 
ber of Commerce’s Bill Kovacs. 

Mercury, a by-product of some 
coal-mining, is another major con- 
cern. A fifth of the mercury in the 
Willamette River came from China 
and other foreign sources, accord- 
ing to Bruce K. Hope of the Ore- 
gon Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality. 

Taiyuan residents shrug weari- 
ly when the talk turns to pollution, 
fearful that speaking out could get 
them in trouble. But when pressed, 
the complaints tumble forth and 
expose a community held hostage 
by the soot. 

Residents seal their windows to 
keep out the dirty air. Parents are 
warned not to let their toddlers play 
outside, for fear of being covered 
in coal dust. Fruits and vegetables 
must be washed in detergent. 

“I feel terrible, and I’m cough- 
ing all the time,” said William Li, a 
retired engineer from Taiyuan. His 
father died of lung cancer, and his 
son has tracheitis, an upper-respi- 
ratory condition. “The coal, it pro- 
duces electric power that we send to 
other provinces. But we are left with 
the pollution.” michael casey (ap)

Nottingham-Spirk 
reimagines common 
household products 

A low-cost spinning toothbrush. 
A plastic paint can with a spout. A 
kids’ tricycle with a built-in squirt 
gun. Each started as an idea at a 
company run by two former college 
buddies that now operates out of 
a 7b -year- old converted church in 
Cleveland. 

Nottingham-Spirk Design Asso- 
ciates has sold its ideas to a variety of 
companies, including Newell Rub- 
bermaid Inc., Little Tikes, Huffy, 
Invacare Corp., Procter & Gamble 
Co. and Black & Decker Corp. Prod- 
uct designs emerge from brainstorm- 
ing sessions during which designers 
try to make keen observations about 
ordinary things. 

“What we have found is that, by 
being outside of the bureaucracy of 
the average corporation, we’re free 
to do anything we want,” said tall.

thin, often smiling co-CEO John 
Nottingham. “If we come up with 
something, then we’ll show it to a 
company, and if it’s interested, then 
we can make a deal.” 

Cooper Woodring, interim exec- 
utive director of Industrial Design- 
ers Society of America, said prod- 


uct design firms generally work 
for corporate clients, consulting 
on specific projects. 

“Ask American manufacturing 
companies today, and they will prob- 
ably say 70 percent of profits comes 
from products they didn’t have three 
years ago,” Woodring said. 
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The patentfor a spinning toothbrush, 
one of Nottingham -Spirk’s inventions. 


The idea for Sherwin-Williams 
paint cans with twist tops and built- 
in pour spouts began when design- 
ers realized from experience that 
metal paint cans could be messy 
and cumbersome. 

“We couldn’t think of another 
consumer product that you need 
a screwdriver to open and a ham- 
mer to close,” said designer Craig 
Saunders. 

The goal of staff brainstorming 
is a “wow” idea. Designers listen to 


an idea presentation and vote one 
of three ways: wow, that’s nice, or 
who cares? 

Even an idea that doesn’t daz- 
zle at first has value, co-CEO John 
Spirk said. 

“Sometimes the timing isn’t 
right, or we’re looking for another 
piece,” he said. “We’re constantly 
referring to things we put on the 
shelf maybe 10 or 15 years ago. 
We’re not trying to solve all the 
problems of the world, at least not 
right away.” 

One Nottingham-Spirk design- 
er now is working on an electric 
kitchen knife, but what makes 
it different from any other is top 
secret. Others are trying to come 
up with a new kind of pumpkin 
carving tool or a snazzy new kind 
of skateboard. 

In partnership with the New 
York-based Innovation Fund, Not- 
tingham-Spirk is developing “fla- 
vor tops” that can fit onto ordinary 
water bottles and hold concentrated 
powders to flavor the water or add 
a medicine. 

“It’s a high-energy atmosphere,” 
said Saunders, a Nottingham- Spirk 
designer for 25 years. 

“Because the job seems to change 
all the time, that makes it exciting, 
plus getting to learn about so many 
different companies and industries 
and trying to be clever. That’s the 
fun part,” he said. m.r. kropko (ap)

in Honduran coffee -farming com- 
munities. 

“They live in mud huts. They don’t 
have windows and doors,” she says. 
“Strangely, a large part of their diet 
consists of these cheap but high-calo- 
rie chips. So, the small chip bags just 
litter the communities. Periodically, 
the trash is burned, which releases 
all sorts of toxins.” 

It takes 30 chip bags to weave 
a small clutch ($20); a purse ($95 
to $125) can take an entire week to 
make, as the women weave only 
in their spare time. While that 
price might seem steep, 
the proceeds 
benefit the 
makers. 

What’s the first 
step one should take 
toward kicking 
the plastic habit? 
Admitting your 
addiction, says 
Keller. “It’s a con- 
stant challenge,” he 
bemoans.

Entrepreneurs coax 
wary consumers into 
toting reusable bags 

After being laid off as a sales rep- 
resentative for a software compa- 
ny, Andy Keller, 34, found himself 
down in the dumps. Specifically, the 
Neal Road Landfill in Chico, Calif, 
to drop off yard waste as part of a 
home improvement project. 

“I don’t know if you’ve ever been 
to a landfill before,” he says. “What 
stood out to me were all of the plastic 
bags. There were thousands! They 
were blowing around and caught on 
fences. It disgusted me and inspired 
me to do something.” 

Keller’s horror may spread as the 
public becomes increasingly aware 
of the environmental downside to 
using plastic bags — the U.S. alone 
uses 100 billion annually. That’s why 
entrepreneurs like him are devis- 
ing shopping sacks with more allure 
than plain old canvas. 

After his landfill encounter, 
Keller had a revelation about reus- 
able bags: “Even when you’re well- 
intentioned, you end up forgetting 
them at home or in the car. They’re 
not easily integrated into someone’s 
life.” With the aid of a thrift- store 
sewing machine, ChicoBag was 
born on Earth Day 2005. 

Today, he works with a staff 


of seven to produce the 
nylon pouches, which 
are pocket-sized when 
folded but expand to 
hold up to 20 pounds. 
Each $5 bag is outfit- 
ted with a carabiner 


for easy access. 

Other bag arti- 
sans focus on fash- 
ion to lure consum- 
ers. “You can walk 
by people a million 
times with a canvas 


bag and they won’t notice 
it,” says b. happybags’ Mary 
Kay Field. “But if you’ve got one 
that has zebra stripes or polka 
dots, then it’s like, ‘Wow, she’s 
using her own bag.’” 

Since forming b. happybags 
in Phoenix in 2004, founders 
Field and Cathy Mahoney have 
gone from selling hundreds of 
their cheerfully patterned $24 
carry- alls per year to thousands. 
They were even used as gift bags 
for Entertainment Weekly’s “An 
Inconvenient Truth” party for some 
obscure Nobel Peace Prize winner 


named A1 Gore. 


Tara Casagrande of Alexandria- 
based Carrot Seed (Carrotseed.net), 
which distributes b. happybags 
locally, notes that — contrary to 
popular perception — they’re not 
just for groceries. “We’re encour- 



aging people to bring them to Nor- 
dstrom, to Old Navy, to the drug- 
store,” she says.

> A year ago, their health plans looked 
good on paper. Then life put those choices 
to the test. Writer Christopher J. Gearon 
tells how some area residents fared with 
their insurance plans and what they’ll do to 
protect themselves better in 2008 .

Sam Atadjanov, 37 

Couldn’t get coverage for his family 

AS AN ACCOUNTANT for a small business, Sam 
Atadjanov has health insurance through 
his employer. But none of the company- 
sponsored plans will help cover his wife 
or children, and buying more insurance 
on his own isn’t an option. 

“I cannot afford to get [health insur- 
ance] now for my wife,” said Atadjanov, 
who emigrated from Uzbekistan 10 years 
ago and lives in Silver Spring. “It’s out of 
reach at this moment.” Because his wife, 
Dilya, works part time and has no access to 
coverage through her job, she is uninsured. 
Their children, ages 9 and 7 , are covered 
under the State Children’s Health Insur- 
ance Program. 

For himself, Atadjanov pays about $50 
per paycheck for the lowest- cost choice: 
HMO coverage through Kaiser Foundation 
Health Plan of the Mid-Atlantic States. It’s 
the most affordable, plus the care is “all in 
one place,” Atadjanov says. 

His situation is not uncommon. Some 
small firms are offering workers a set 
amount to find coverage on their own or 
dropping family coverage altogether. Oth- 
ers have shifted more of the cost of family 
coverage to workers, who pay more for it 
($4,236 per year, on average) than those 
in larger firms ($2,831), according to the 
Kaiser Family Foundation. 

Next year Atadjanov plans to opt for Kai- 
ser again. He hopes his wife can soon work 
full time to get coverage, too.

Jacqueline Eyier, 55 

Has seen illness shrink her savings 

SINCE HER AUGUST 2005 diagnosis with stage 
3 breast cancer, Jacqueline Eyier has seen 
the cost- sharing obligations of her Cigna 
PPO nearly deplete her and her husband’s 
$50,000 savings account. 

“I thought I had pretty decent insurance,” 
says the Westminster, Md., resident, who 
is covered on her husband’s plan, through 
his employer of 33 years. The couple pays 
$400 a month in premiums for a plan with 
a $400-per-person deductible; the policy 
pays 90 percent of bills for in-network care 
and 80 percent of out-of-network care. The 
plan limits their annual out-of-pocket costs 
to $5,000 per person — but only on cov- 
ered services. 

Out-of-network care and prescription 
drugs made them dig deeper. Eyier and 
her husband, James, who has high blood 
pressure and a thyroid condition, take more 
than two dozen medications between them, 
paying $40 for each generic drug and $80 
per brand-name prescription. The Eylers 
said their out-of-pocket medical expenses 
topped $10,000 last year. 

“We never had to worry about money” 
before her illness, Jacqueline Eyier said. “We’re 
living month to month now. ... That’s hard 
and stressful. ... We think we have decent 
coverage, but we’re still struggling.” 

James Eyier says the couple will choose 
the same plan again next year, because his 
company’s other offering restricts choice 
of providers.

Doreen Hodges, 42 

Was helped by DC Healthy Families 

TWO YEARS AGO, Doreen Hodges’s husband, 
a courier, shattered his ankles on the job and 
hasn’t been able to return to work. Disability 
insurance pays $32,500 a year, about half 
his salary. The family also has work-related 
health coverage through Cigna PPO but have 
found it hard to pay monthly premiums of 
$427, deductibles of up to $2,000 per per- 
son and hefty co-payments. 

The couple has a newborn who was born 
premature and a 7-year- old with Down syn- 
drome and autism. 

Luckily for the Hodgeses, who live in 
Washington, they qualify for DC Healthy 
Families, a combination Medicaid and SCHIP 
program open to families with incomes up to 
twice the poverty level (and to children and 
pregnant women with income up to three 
times the poverty level). Cigna covers about 
$3,750 of the family’s monthly $5,000 bill 
for health-care services; Healthy Families 
picks up the balance. “I don’t know if we 
could afford the health insurance coverage” 
otherwise, Hodges said. 

The District and some states have extend- 
ed SCHIP eligibility beyond the program’s 
original scope to include more children, even 
parents in some situations. President Bush’s 
recent veto of a reauthorized and expanded 
SCHIP program leaves it in limbo. 

“I worry,” Hodges says, about what 
could happen to her if SCHIP is not reau- 
thorized.

Anita Sikand, MD, 44 

Was shocked by the cost of 
providing coverage 

MOST PEOPLE THINK doctors needn’t worry 
about health insurance; that’s not true when 
it comes to providing staff coverage, says 
Anita Sikand of McLean, an OB-GYN with 
offices in the District and Arlington. Shop- 
ping for coverage in the small -group mar- 
ket, “we’re just like everyone else,” Sikand 
says. “There is no favoritism.” 

When she started her practice in 2000, she 
was “shocked” to find that health insurance cost 
four times what she paid during her residency. 
“No one prepares you for that,” she says. Sikand 
went without for ayear. Today she has an HMO 
through CareFirst BlueCross BlueShield and 
pays more than $1,000 a month in premiums 
for family coverage; she offers the same cov- 
erage to her office staff She likes the coverage 
but thinks it’s overpriced since her family is 
healthy. She says her plan has no deductibles 
on most services and no coinsurance. 

The small-group market offers more 
protections than the individual market. For 
example, a small employer sponsoring a group 
health plan cannot be rejected because of the 
health status or age of employees. But in Vir- 
ginia and the District, small-group insurers 
can charge largely what they like. “I have no 
negotiating power,” Sikand says. 

Each year, Sikand and her broker look at 
the options, including high- deductible plans, 
but she keeps the Blue Cross HMO. “When 
you look at all the factors, the HMO is still 
the best choice,” she says.

Chris Basler, 22 

Discovered the gaps in a bare-bones plan 

WHEN CHRIS BASLER Basler graduated from 
college in May and was bumped off his par- 
ent’s health plan, he wasn’t worried. Living 
in Washington, he figured he’d land a job 
quickly and get coverage through his employ- 
er. And in the meantime, a bare-bones plan 
would do fine. 

Then he injured his ankle and learned the 
limits of his new $1,000 -deductible, short- 
term Assurant Health policy. It covered only 
hospital-related care. Basler had to pay at 
least $400 out-of-pocket for treatment. 

“It’s ironic,” he said, that one of his few inju- 
ries came during this “in-between” period. 

Another lesson followed quickly. When 
Basler landed a marketing job last month, 
he learned there would be a three -month 
wait before employer- sponsored health 
coverage kicked in. “I sort of freaked out a 
little bit,” he says. “I didn’t know that’s how 
most companies do it.” 

Aging out of parents’ coverage is a com- 
mon problem, and young adults make up the 
fastest-growing uninsured population. Some 
states, including Maryland and Virginia, have 
recently passed laws to extend the time young 
adults can stay on their parents’ plans. 

Before his injury, Basler said he would 
buy the cheapest insurance available. 
Now, he will consider more- comprehen- 
sive offerings.

Justin George, 25 

Found it can pay to go it alone 
JUSTIN GEORGE, AN AUDITOR at a small firm, 
fought the odds and won: He spurned his 
employer’s offer of an HMO and, three 
months ago, found cheaper insurance he 
liked better in the individual market. 

“I went to e-Healthinsurance.com,” 
says George, who lives in Washington, 
and found a Blue Cross PPO for $117 a 
month — about half what he’d pay in his 
employer’s HMO plan. The cheaper plan 
provides better coverage, including men- 
tal health and prescription drug benefits, 
than his workplace insurance, and allows 
him an open network of providers. “They 
offered me the benefits I needed at a bet- 
ter cost,” George said. 

The individual insurance market gener- 
ally provides costlier, less comprehensive 
coverage. George exposed one of its bright 
spots: Young and healthy individuals can 
find decent deals. 

George understands his good fortune 
is “because of the age bracket I’m in.” He 
plans to continue with the plan for the fore- 
seeable future. Should employer-provided 
coverage become a better deal as he ages, 
he’ll switch.

Chas Sforza, 50 

Feels locked in after a heart attack 

THE OWNER of an IT consulting firm, 
Chas Sforza tested his Anthem BlueCross 
BlueShield policy — a PPO — last year when 
he had a heart attack. 

The South Riding resident came through 
— and so did the policy, which he bought 
in the individual market. Sforza’s plan has 
a $300 deductible and pays 20 percent of 
medical bills up to $1,500 a year. At that 
point, “they pay 100 percent,” he says. 

Sforza said he had no complaints with the 
coverage. The only hitch: Given his recent 
health history, he can no longer pick and 
choose plans. 

“I can’t change policies, I can’t get an 
HSA,” or health savings account, he said. 
The reason: He would have to go through 
underwriting, where your health history 
often determines whether you can get cov- 
erage and at what price. Younger, healthier 
people are at an advantage cost-wise. Those 
who are sick commonly are denied coverage. 
Increasingly, experts say, insurers also are 
denying coverage for those with common 
conditions such as high blood pressure and 
even hay fever. 

“On Oct. 1, my rate [went] up” from $334 
a month to $410, Sforza said. He decided 
against increasing his deductible, because 
he wouldn’t be able to lower it again without 
having to go through underwriting.

Michael Taft, 60 

Is well-served as a federal employee 

COMPARED WITH MOST workers, feder- 
al employees have it pretty good when it 
comes to health benefits, and Michael Taft 
knows it. “I’m very well cared for as a fed- 
eral civil servant,” says Taft, who oversees 
the archives at the Library of Congress’s 
American Folklife Center. 

Taft has been with Kaiser Foundation 
Health Plan of the Mid-Atlantic States, 
an HMO, for nearly seven years. He pays 
a $310 monthly premium for insurance 
covering himself and his wife. The plan, 
he says, has low out-of-pocket payments 
and the “drug coverage is good.” 

The feds pick up about 72 percent of pre- 
mium costs, and next year workers will pay 
only 2.9 percent more on average for their 
share of the premium, or $2.73 more on a 
biweekly basis. They also have far more 
options than most workers. 

The only thing Taft doesn’t like, as a citi- 
zen of both the United States and Canada, 
is the idea that such benefits are not avail- 
able to all. “The Canadian system is not 
perfect,” the Silver Spring resident says. 
“There are waits, but everyone is even. The 
Canadian system allows you to go to any 
doctor; there’s no paperwork, no fuss.” 

Taft will stick with Kaiser next year, 
paying $13.78 more a month for the cov- 
erage.

I’m a self-employed artist with an 
individual Carefirst plan. I also 
have a strong family history of 
breast cancer and am considered 
high risk. What would happen if 
I move to another state? Would I 
likely be denied coverage or is my 
Carefirst policy portable? 

Your CareFirst policy is not neces- 
sarily portable. My understanding 
is that some Blues plans will accept 
transfers from other states, but you 
can’t count on that. 

In most states, your ability to buy 
insurance on your own (outside of a 
job-based plan) is highly dependent 
on your health status. But in a few, 
such as New York, insurers cannot 
take your health status into account 
when they decide whether to issue 
coverage or how much to charge. To 
learn more about your health insur- 
ance protections in other states, see 
Georgetown’s consumer guides at 
HeaIthinsuranceinfo.net. 

For people over 50 who buy their 
own health insurance, my experi- 
ence is that it’s difficult to change 
plans even if your claims histo- 
ry is good. At times, I feel like a hot 
potato that nobody wants to get 
stuck with. I am in excellent health, 
but sense the industry labels me 
as high-risk because of my age. 
What advice can you give to older 
Americans who do not yet quali- 
fy for Medicare, but are concerned 
about health insurance premiums 
that are going out of sight? 

Your hot potato analogy is a good 
one. Most individual health insur- 
ance is “age -rated,” meaning premi- 
ums go up with each birthday. With 
most insurers, the impact of age rat- 
ing isn’t too burdensome before 
age 50, but after that, premiums 
start to increase pretty dramati- 


cally. Unfortunately, in D.C., you 
don’t have much protection. Some 
people consider drastic changes — 
such as moving to another state, or 
returning to work for an employer 
that offers health benefits. 

It’s also helpful to share your 
story. Staying insured shouldn’t 
be this hard. Let your elected offi- 
cials know what’s happening and 
that you want access to coverage 
that is affordable and adequate. 

Where do I begin to look for health 
insurance? Unemployed, age 60, 
healthy, uninsured, divorced. No 
COBRA available. 

Sounds like the individual market is 
the coverage source available to you. 
You can check with an insurance 
broker. Many companies also offer 
quotes on line. You’ll have to submit 
to medical underwriting — answer 
questions about your current health 
status and health history. Depend- 
ing on your answers, getting cover- 
age maybe straightforward or dif- 
ficult. Insurers can be pretty picky 
about who they cover. 

Also the individual market is 
age rated, so premiums at age 60 
are likely to be pretty high, even if 
you’re in perfect health. 

You said you’re unemployed. 
If you do find work with job ben- 
efits, that may turn out to be a bet- 
ter source of coverage. Job -based 
health benefits tend to be more 
comprehensive than what you can 
buy on your own, and employers 
usually pay most of the premium 
on your behalf.

Karen Pollitz, project director of the 
Health Policy Institute at Georgetown 
University, answered questions about 
common health insurance quandaries. 
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For the uninsured, 
affordable choices 
are in short supply, 
but they do exist 

Barbra Lancelot has a master’s in 
education and a long career work- 
ing with special-needs children. 
Until recently, she also had a good 
health insurance plan and prescrip- 
tion drug coverage, provided by her 
employer. But late last year, the 58- 
year-old College Park resident lost 
her job. Coverage was extended to 
her under COBRA, the law that 
guarantees temporary continu- 
ance of employer-provided insur- 
ance but requires the worker to pay 
the full premium. 

It soon became a choice between 
paying rent or shelling out $350 a 
month for insurance premiums and 
another $ 800 a month for the eight 
prescription medications Lancelot 
takes for a variety of chronic con- 
ditions, including depression and 
fibromyalgia. 

She chose to keep a roof over 
her head. 

And as Lancelot quickly found, 
there aren’t many options available 


for people like her who make a small 
income and are not fully disabled. 

Estimates vary widely, but 
according to the University of 
Michigan, about 66 million peo- 
ple were uninsured for some part 
of 2004. 

A more recent study by the 
Washington-based advocacy 
group Families USA estimates 
that roughly one in three people 
in this region were uninsured at 
some point last year, and did not 
qualify for Medicare, the federal 
health insurance program for peo- 
ple older than 65 and those who

are permanently disabled. 

From losing a job as Lancelot did 
to finding employer-provided cov- 
erage too expensive, almost anyone 
can suddenly become uninsured. 

“If you think this will never 
happen to you, think again,” said 
Karen Pollitz, project director of the 
Health Policy Institute at George- 
town University. Here are some 
options to look into:

health plan are guaranteed by law 
(the Health Insurance Portabili- 
ty and Accountability Act) to be 
offered a policy, and preexisting 
conditions have to be covered. But 
the cost can be prohibitive. 

For those who have not been 
part of a group, buying an indi- 
vidual policy can also be expen- 
sive — if they are even offered one. 
“This market is hard for healthy 
people, and it is impossible if 
you’re not healthy or just a little 
bit unhealthy,” Pollitz said.

history. People with preexisting 
conditions are often turned down 
or told those conditions won’t be 
covered. Sometimes the condition 
that triggers a denial is seemingly 
innocuous, such as acne. 

Insurers sometimes offer low- 
cost premiums with high deduct- 
ibles, the amount you have to pay 
out-of-pocket before the insur- 
ance kicks in. Other low-premi- 
um policies might cover only a 
few doctors’ visits per year, or a 
very small percentage of a hospi- 
talization, leaving you with a high 
level of risk.

GOING IT ALONE 
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If you’re rejected by 
insurance companies: 

The Maryland Health Insurance 
Program is an insurer of last resort 
for the state’s adults who have been 
rejected for an individual policy, 
who are too young or not disabled 
enough to qualify for Medicare, and 
who are too wealthy to qualify for 
Medicaid. Thirty-three other states 
have similar programs. (Virginia 
and the District do not.) 

Launched four years ago, MHIP 
has 11,812 enrollees — ranging from 
millionaires to people with incomes 
below the poverty line, said Rich- 
ard Popper, the program’s execu- 
tive director. They see physicians 
and go to hospitals that are part 
of the CareFirst network. 

It is not a panacea. Popper said, 
acknowledging that premiums, 
which range from $135 to $500 per 
month depending on age, income 
and health, are too high for many. 
Also, a condition diagnosed in the 
six months before joining MHIP 
generally won’t be covered for the 
first two months, though enroll- 


ees can pay higher premiums for 
those two months to get the con- 
dition covered. 

The District’s City Council has 
been talking to MHIP officials 
about setting up a similar program 
for Washington, Popper said. 

In Virginia, the not-for-profit 
CareFirst and Anthem Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield are required by law to 
offer a policy to an individual who 
applies for one, but the insurers 
can exclude coverage for a preex- 
isting condition for up to a year, 
and there’s no limit on the pre- 
mium cost. 

The Medicaid safety net: 

Medicaid is for U.S. citizens and 
legal immigrants living at or below 
poverty level. 

Eligibility rules vary widely, 
however. In Maryland, for exam- 
ple, working adults without chil- 
dren can get Medicaid coverage 
for themselves only if they make 
less than 38 percent of the federal 
poverty level — that is, 38 percent 
of $10,210, or $3,880 a year. 


SCHIPfor Children: 

In all three local jurisdictions, 
children who lack coverage may 
be eligible for the State Children’s 
Health Insurance Program. Pres- 
ident Bush recently vetoed a bill 
to extend the program from the 6 
million children nationwide who 
receive benefits to as many as 4 
million more. Maryland’s SCHIP 
currently covers children in fami- 
lies earning up to 300 percent of 
the federal poverty level, or about 
$60,000 for a family of four. 

Other options: 

In Washington, people who don’t 
qualify for Medicaid but still have 
a low income — 200 percent of the 
federal poverty level, or $27,380 
for a family of two — can receive 
free medical care and prescrip- 
tions through the DC Health- 
Care Alliance. The medical care 
has to be given by participating 
physicians and hospitals. And 
the alliance does not cover men- 
tal health or alcohol or substance 
abuse services.

A free primary care program, 
Maryland Primary Adult Care Pro- 
gram, serves Maryland adults who 
meet eligibility criteria; Virginia 
does not offer any such plans. 

A federal program offers free 
breast and cervical cancer screen- 
ings; states set their own eligibility 
rules, usually based on income. 

The Maryland Pharmacy Assis- 
tance Program subsidizes the cost 
of prescription drugs; there is no 
similar plan in Virginia. Wal- 
Mart has a program through 
which most generic drugs can be 
purchased for $4. 


Paying out-of-pocket: 

If you must pay for health care out- 
of-pocket, you should ask about fees 
before a medical visit or inquire as 
to whether installment payments or 
other financing is available. 

Lancelot now carries a note in 
her wallet. Printed on it are words 
President Bush spoke in July. Amer- 
icans have access to health care, he 
said. “After all, you just go to an 
emergency room.” 

While emergency departments 
must treat anyone who walks in, 
regardless of insurance status or 
citizenship, the physicians’ duty 
is to stabilize the person, not offer 
ongoing medical care. And hospi- 
tals do expect payment. 

Having experienced what it is 
like for an uninsured person to try 
to get care for chronic conditions, 
Lancelot has come to live by a dif- 
ferent, unwritten rule: “That any 
agency or organization you call is 
guaranteed to do one thing for you 
— and that is to give you three more 
phone numbers to call,” she said.

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Got FFS? FEDVIP? 
Here’s how federal 
employees can 
read the jargon 

The annual open- enrollment sea- 
son for federal employees is on its 
way, loaded with insurance indus- 
try argot and acronym-laden pro- 
grams. 

For the first time, the open sea- 
son is no longer just about health 
insurance, but also about how to 
mix and match dental and vision 
coverage and flexible spending 
accounts. It’s the world of FFS, 
CDHP, FEDVIP and HCFSA, to 
name a few. 

To help federal employees 
navigate the jargon, the Office of 
Personnel Management, which 
oversees the government’s major 
benefits programs, will publish a 
“Guide to Federal Benefits” before 
the enrollment season, which is Nov. 


12 through Dec. 10. 

Many federal employees and 
retirees will probably need a bureau- 
cratic decoder to help them wade 
through health insurance brochures 
and other benefit information. 

They can choose from fee- 
for-service plans (FFS) with 
preferred-provider networks, 
consumer-driven health plans 
(CDHP), high- deductible health 
plans (HDHP) with health savings 
accounts and health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs). 

They can pick from seven den- 
tal plans, three vision plans (in the 
FEDVIP program) and set up flex- 
ible spending accounts for health 
care (HCFSA) and dependent care 
(DCFSA), which includes coverage 
for children and parents. 

The key, of course, is to avoid 
MEGO (my eyes glaze over) during 
open season, because it pays to do 
your benefits homework. 

Some programs and plans offer 
tax breaks, some have slightly more- 


generous benefits, and some have 
restrictions that can financially 
penalize patients who go outside 
their health-care provider net- 
work. 

The OPM guide maybe the best 
starting place. It will explain the 
relationship among the programs, 
provide information on making 
enrollment decisions and remind 
employees of what they need to 
do during the open season, offi- 
cials said. 

The guide also will include infor- 
mation on two programs that are not 
part of the annual enrollment pro- 
cess — the life insurance and long- 
term care insurance programs. 

The benefit programs try to use 
the government’s size, and clout, 
to hold down premiums and other 
costs paid by employees. 

The Federal Employees Health 
Benefits Program, which began 
operating in 19 bO, is the world’s 
largest single employer spon- 
sored plan, covering about 8 mil- 


lion Americans. The dental -vision 
benefits program, in its second year, 
has 750,000 enrollees, making it the 
nation’s largest employer-sponsored 
dental -vision program. 

About 250,000 federal employ- 
ees signed up for flexible spending 
accounts last year, and officials hope 
that the four-year-old program will 
grow as employees become comfort- 
able with the “use it or lose it” rule 
governing pretax payroll deductions 
to cover out-of-pocket medical and 
other expenses. 

While the OPM hopes to use 
this year’s open season to stress the 
broad scope of benefits available to 
federal employees, the health insur- 
ance program will likely continue 
to draw the most attention, in large 
part because the insurance premi- 
ums are a major expense for federal 
employees and retirees. 

The overwhelming majority of 
federal employees and retirees stick 
with their health insurance choices 
from year to year, but many employ- 


ees maybe more willing to consider 
switching plans to get lower pre- 
miums or lower co-payments and 
deductibles, or to improve their 
coverage, especially for prescrip- 
tion drugs. 

Here’s a snapshot of a few of the 
changes for 2008: 

The most popular federal plan. 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield standard 
option, with about 2 million mem-

bers, will increase premiums by 8.5 
percent for an individual and by 8.1 
percent for a family next year. 

The Mail Handlers Benefit Plan, 
another large carrier, is discontinu- 
ing its high- option coverage, which 
had grown expensive for enrollees. 
The plan will continue to offer a 
standard option, where premiums 
will rise by 7-3 percent for an indi- 
vidual and 4.5 percent for a family. 
The plan’s “consumer option” will 
not increase premiums. 

Mail Handlers also is introduc- 
ing a “value option” featuring low 
premiums — $20.50 biweekly for 
individuals and $48.89 biweekly 
for families. For most services, 
enrollees must meet a deductible 
of $500 for individuals and $1,000 
for families. 

The Government Employees 
Health Association, known as 
GEHA, will be reducing premi- 
ums for its high- option coverage 
and making no change in premi- 
ums for its standard option and 
high- deductible health plans. 

Plans sponsored by the National 
Association of Letter Carriers and 
the American Postal Workers Union 
will reduce their premiums. 

A popular HMO plan, M.D. 
IPA, will be raising premiums by 
about 3 percent for individuals 
and families. 

A plan that has been attracting 
new enrollees, the Aetna Health- 
Fund consumer- driven option, will 
be increasing premiums by about 
15 percent. Aetna has increased the 
plan’s benefits, though, including 
a 25 percent increase in the fund 
provided to cover medical expenses.

Open enrollment 
season can offer 
positive changes 
to your 2008 plan 

It’s almost that time again — open 
enrollment season. 

If you’re fortunate enough to 
work for an employer who provides 
a benefits package, you’ve got some 
decisions to make soon. 

Do you change your medical 
plan? Should you sign up for prepaid 
legal services? Is it time yet to get 
long-term care insurance? Should 
you get disability insurance? 

My husband and I were speaking 
at my church recently, giving couples 
tips on how to manage their money, 
when one man stood up and spoke 
for many of us. He was confused by 
the many choices. “How do you know 
what to get?” he asked. “It feels like 
after all that I pay for, I have two 
dollars left in my paycheck.” 

I understood his frustration. But 
those of us who have these choices 
to make during open enrollment 
should feel blessed. A decrease in 
employer-based health insurance 
has contributed to a rise in the 
number of uninsured. The per- 
centage of people covered by on- 
the-job insurance decreased to 59.7 
percent in 2006 from 60.2 percent 
in 2005, according to the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau’s latest figures. 

The Census Bureau reported last 
month that the number of people 
without health coverage increased 
to 47 million from 44.8 million dur- 
ing the period. 

So for those of us who will 
receive a benefits packet, what can 
we expect? Well, in an effort to cut 
costs, your employer maybe offer- 
ing financial incentives or penalties 
for certain healthful or unhealth- 
ful behaviors, according to Watson 
Wyatt, a consulting firm that works 
with large employers on their open- 
enrollment programs. 

Pay special attention when you 
get your benefits packet because 
your employer may have expanded 
or changed what was offered last 
year, said Tom Billet, a senior con- 
sultant with Watson Wyatt. 



Here are some ofthe major trends 
he’s identified for this year: 

• More companies are offering 
financial incentives to employ- 
ees who don’t smoke or maintain 
a healthy weight, or who agree to 
participate in wellness and fitness 
programs. A survey by Watson 
Wyatt and the National Business 
Group on Health (NGBH) found 
that 46 percent of employers offer 
economic incentives and another 26 
percent plan to do so in 2008. For 
example, beginning in 2009, Clar- 
ian Health Partners of Indianapolis 
plans to give employees a discount 
on their premiums for, among other 
things, not being overweight. 

Some companies will penalize 
workers for unhealthful choices, 
such as smoking, by charging higher

premiums. The extra cost for light- 
ing up ranges from $50 to $100 a 
month. Billet said. 

• Look for more coverage of pre- 
ventive medical care. Wyatt found 
fully paid benefits often include 
reimbursement for vaccinations, 
exams and screenings for early diag- 
nosis of breast, colon and cervical 
cancer. Many employers also pro- 
vide coverage or partial reimburse- 
ment for blood pressure, cholesterol 
checkups and flu shots. 

• A growing number of employ- 
ers will be offering workers access 
to health coaches, according to 
another survey by Watson Wyatt 
and NBGH. A health coach might 
give an employee advice on how to 
better manage a chronic illness, such 
as asthma or diabetes. 

Wyatt and NBGH found that 
44 percent of large employers offer 
health coaches and another 13 per- 
cent plan to offer them next year. 

• You may be able to get more 
than the traditional coverage 
through your employer. Some 
plans offer workers a chance to 
get homeowners and automobile 
insurance and discounts on other 
services such as massage therapy 
or chiropractic care. 

• Finally, as health-care pre- 
miums rise, employers are paying 
closer attention to the people their 
employees report as dependents. 
An increasing number of employ- 
ers are conducting eligibility audits 
and asking workers to provide proof 
that those dependents they enroll in 
the health plan are considered legal 
dependents. 

Employers who have conducted 
such audits typically find between 5 
and 7 percent of dependents enrolled 
in a plan should not be covered. Bil- 
let said. 

When you get your benefits 
package this year, look through the 
paperwork to see whether you are 
required to send a letter verifying 
the status of your dependents. Ignore 
the letter or forget to fill it out and 
you could lose your benefits. 

I know open enrollment can be a 
pain. There is so much to go through 
and so many decisions to make, and 
it’s likely you’ll see some changes in 
what’s offered. So don’t automati- 
cally select what you had last year. 
Carefully review your options. 

It may feel as if you don’t have 
much money left after you select 
your options, but be thankful you

Your best option may be COBRA. 
If your daughter is covered under 
your job-based plan and the employ- 
er employs at least 20 workers, she 
will be eligible for COBRA continua- 
tion coverage once her eligibility for 
dependent coverage expires. She can 
remain covered under COBRA for 
up to 36 months. She will be respon- 
sible for paying the entire premium 
for a single individual. Your employ- 
er is not required to subsidize her 
premium under COBRA (though 
you can help her out). 

What can you do to your insur- 
ance company to lower your health 
insurance premium? 

Not much. You can ask the compa- 
ny to increase your deductible. But 
this means if you do get sick, you’ll 
have to pay more of the bill out of 
pocket. Also, many insurers won’t 
let you later reduce your deductible 
unless you reapply and re-submit 
to medical underwriting. 

Why do insurers deny coverage to 
expectant fathers, even when the 
expectant mother is already cov- 
ered under a separate plan? Are 
new babies a grievous health risk 
to fathers? Or are the insurance 
companies worried about incurring 
some sort of obligation to cover the 
child after it’s born? 

Interesting. I knew insurers always 
deny coverage to pregnant women. 
Didn’t realize dads got the same 
treatment. You did answer your 
own question correctly. The insurer 
is worried you’ll transfer the child 
to your policy after s/he is born. 
The insurer would prefer to wait 
until the baby is born and be cer- 
tain there are no complications or 
disabilities before agreeing to cover 
the child. 

I am a 23-year-old freelancer, mak- 
ing about $43,000 a year. I’m com- 
pletely uninsured and healthy. My 
girlfriend keeps bugging me to buy 
insurance ... any advice on a plan 
with basic coverage but that’s as 
cheap as possible? 

Good for your girlfriend! There’s 
a lot of cheap insurance out there. 
Be careful what you buy. Often, 
cheap means flimsy. Remember, 
you are buying coverage in case 
you get sick, not in case you stay 
healthy. Look for the most com- 
prehensive benefits you can find. 


Prescription coverage is impor- 
tant. You may not be taking any- 
thing now, but if you get seriously 
sick, prescription drugs are very 
expensive. Also, keep an eye on the 
out-of-pocket maximum. This is 
the amount of cost- sharing (copays 
and coinsurance and deductibles) 
you’ll be required to pay for cov- 
ered benefits. After you reach the 
maximum, the policy will usually 
pay 100 percent of covered services 
for the remainder of the year. 

Watch for exclusions. Some 
policies simply won’t cover ser- 
vices such as mental health care, 
rehab services or other care that 
could turn out to be important to 
you. And watch for other limits on 
covered benefits. There are policies 
that only cover four office visits per 
year (again, fine for you now, but 
not if you get cancer!), only a few 
days in the hospital, only $1,000 
worth of prescriptions. 

My husband and I had to get gap 
coverage for two months last year. 
We relocated and I wasn’t work- 
ing; his new insurance had not yet 
kicked in. It was great — about 
$50 a month for each of us — and 
it kept me from worrying about a 
$120,000 hospital bill if one of us 
was in a terrible accident. We con- 
sidered COBRA through the huge 
Fortune 100 company we left, but 
it was going to be $700 a month 
for both of us. People put down 
short term coverage, but it’s not 
so bad! 

A lot of people do consider 
and purchase gap coverage (also 
known as short-term policies). Typ- 
ically these policies provide cov- 
erage for only a few months. You 
can renew them, but only at the 
insurer’s option. I’m glad it worked 
well for you. But these policies are 
risky unless you absolutely know 
your next coverage will be there for 
you. For example, had your hus- 
band’s coverage not “kicked in” 
— say he became seriously injured 
and had to quit work from the job 
that had promised future health 
benefits — the insurer would have 
refused to renew your gap policy 
when its term expired. If he had 
had continuing care needs at that 
point, he’d have been uninsured 
and uninsurable.
